FACTS BY C, H, HOUSE 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.— At the 


recent banquet given at the St. Francis 
Hotel by the Ad Club of San Francisco 
to the retailers of the city, the follow- 
ing address on "Advertising as Seen by 
the Newspapers" was delivered by C. 
H. House, advertising manager of The 
Call: 


"The question of 'Advertising as Seen 


by the Newspaper' may, it soems to me, 
be most readily answered by defining 
tbe way a newspaper regards advertis- 
ers — its attitude toward them and their 
interests. 
Of course, all papers regard 


advertising favorably and even cheer- 
fully if it makes its appearance 
in 


their own columns. To produce a con- 
dition that will in as large a measure 
as is reasonably possible contribute to 
that end seems to be the point aimed 
at in the subject assigend to me. 


"The relation betv.-een 
the 
news- 


paper and the advertiser is intimately 
joined. Each is essential to the other. 
The newspaper is the link between the 
merchant and the public and is at onct 
the most important instrument of pub- 
licity for the merchant's wares. 


PUBLISHER AND MERCHANT. 
"A cordial relation 
therefore 
be- 


tween the publisher and a merchant 
should be fostered and all reasonable 
deferences 
made to maintain 
this 


*etnente cordiale.' 
Community of in- 


terest should produce cordiality of in- 
tercourse. 


"The newspaper's need of the mer- 


chant is constant, and no paper may 
become so strong as to be justified in 
assuming an arrogant or over seli-auf- 


toward 
its patrons 


harm to 
itself. A 


ficient attitude 
without eventual 
strong paper may always be stronger; 
and a less strong paper strengthened 
t>y a liberal construction of the laws 
of courtesy acd consideration. 


"A breach of. these rules continu- 


ously Indulged in will plant the seed of 
dislike and unfriendliness that upon 
future and favorable occasion will not 
be slow to manifest itself in the with- 
drawal of patronage and the indus- 
trious wielding of the hammer in no 
tmcertaln manner. 


"A well managed paper will see to 


it that the same courtesy that char- 
acterizes the heads of the paper must 
be exhibited in every department. 


"To a great extent the attitude o£ 


newspapers, enterprising though .they 
may claim to be, to overturn traditions, 
and particularly :those that have been 
productive of.income; yet we have seen 
the -day .pass when papers have con- 
tended for aft' increased '.price 
for 


breaking a column .rule, a regulation 
that seems to have been justified by 
two reasons: first, because it was with- 
in their power to charge for it, and the 
second,: being -doub'le . column 'the. ad 
presented a stronger and more attrac- 
tive appearance, and In consequence 
was worth more to the advertiser.

FATHER YORKE LECTURES 


ON ROMAN CHURCH 


Tells of its Development After St. 


Patrick==Talks Again 


Wednesday. 


Interesting and instructive was the lec- 


ture given last night- by the Rev. Father 
Yorke. pastor of St. Anthony's Church, 
East Oakland, in the parish auditorium. 


Father Yorke's next lecture will be 


given next Wednesday evening, and his 
subject will be: "The Monks, Especially 
the Benedictines. Who Saved the Seed of 
the Old Learning and the Old Civiliza- 
tion." 
In the course of his remarks last night 
Father Yorke said: 
, "We have now followed the Church in 
its progress from Asia to the western 
edge of Europe. From the Jew it took his 
moral fibre and hifc excluslvencsa; from 
the Greek his speculation and his philos- 
ophy; from the Roman his sense oC order 
and authority. Now, from the Celt, it is 
taking his feeling of personal independ- 
ence, his poetry and his enthusiasm. 
"A severe cold prevents me this even- 
ing from speaking at length on the de- 
velopment of the Irish Church after St. 
Patrick. I can only ;)ust recite the main 
events so that you may have the link 


which unites the previous conferences to 
those to corne. 
"During the lifetime of Patrick the 
destruction of the Roman Empire was 
completed. "What the locust had spared the 
palmer worm 
devoured. England and 
South Scotland were practically in the 
hands of the heathen Saxons. Nations 
nominally Christian had fallen almost be- 
low the pagan level, men, In the sixth 
century, began the exodus of the Irish 
monks, who renewed the face of the 
earth. The two great names in th'ls ex- 
odus are. the two Columbas, Columkill of 
lona and Columbanus of Bobbio. lona, a 
rocky Island on the coast of Scotland, be- 
came the center whence went out the 
missionaries who brought Scotland an-'i 
England to the faith. The Anglo-Saxou 
language, the parent of modern English, 
was first reduced to writing by the Irish 
monks, and it is but a poor return many 
of the English have mads to us for teach- 
i Ing them how to read and, write.

San Francisco Police Upheaval 


The police investigation in San Francisco has developed beyonc 


question that there has been gross neglect of duty, if not actual sys- 
tematic corruption, in the administration of the department. 
The mo- 


tives which inspired the investigation may be open to question, but the 
testimony clearly shows that ex-Chief Wittman signally failed to exon- 
erate himself. His defense was not convincing, and it was not of a 
character to commend itself to thoughtful and fair-minded citizens. 


Still it may well be doubted if his removal means a change for the 


better. Circumstances indicate that Wittman was brought to book 
not so much for being derelict in office as to meet the necessity for 
supplying a scapegoat on whom to place responsibility for the evil 
conditions prevalent in many parts' of the city. There is good reason 
to believe that the chief responsibility does not rest with Wittman, but 
with others whom he sought to placate. 


However, the activity of the Merchants' Association, the pitiless 


publicity of the press and the pulpit and the vigorous probing of the 
Grand Jury made it necessary to throw somebody to the lion Of public 
opinion. 
Wittman was selected as the victim because the charges 


against hun could not be successfully met and because certain potent 
influences desired his decapitation. The situation is peculiar, because 
the justice of the removal of the Police Chief cannot be impeached 
without by implication defending practices which no good citizen can 
afford to condone much less defend. It now rests with the Police Com- 
missioners to correct the abuses which Wittman was punished for al- 
lowing to exist. If Wittman has merely been put out that the abuses 
may continue under another administration, the cause of civic decency 
will have gained nothing 
The stress laid during the investigation on 


the rottenness in Chinatown does not encourage the belief that a seri- 
ous attack is to be made on the fottenness in other .quarters 


Castro's Impudent Bluff 


Castro's bombastic cablegram to the New York World stating that 


Venezuela would protect the honor of both nations in spite of Minister 
Bowen i% both humorous and irritating. It reveals one of the chief 
difficulties of dealing diplomatically with a state like Venezuela and 
a ruler of the Castro type. All the world outside of Venezuela knows 
Castro to be a bragging rascal, no better than a bandit, but he is the 
source of all power in Venezuela. Judges and other officials do his 
bidding with small semblance of conforming to the laws and the con- 
stitution. Indeed, Castro suspended the constitution and set the laws 
at defiance. In reality Venezuela has the most irresponsible of per- 
sonal governments. • Castro refuses to arbitrate the asphalt matter, 
saying the dispute must be left to the Venezuelan courts to decide 
The Venezuelan courts will do just what Castro wants them to do, 
hence the dictator takes a position which leaves the decision finally 
with himself. No justice can be had for a foreigner in a country where 
a servile legislature and pliant courts are alike subservient to a mer- 
cenary blackguard of a 
1 ruler. Unless justice can be obtained by outside 


intervention, the foreigner must either resort to bribes or submit to be 
blackmailed and robbed. It is galling to reflect that this shabby 
despot is shielding himself from European chastisement behind our 
skirts and is at the same time insulting our Government. He is twist- 
ing the Monroe Doctrine to suit his purposes as a police court shyster 
does the criminal statutes 
Nevertheless, he presents a somewhat 


perplexing problem. He is about as nasty to handle as a polecat.

Evil Tendencies in College Life. 


The constant recurrence of theft scandals at the leading universi- 


fies suggests inquiry into causes and conditions. There ,will always 
be thieves in every grade of society, but the proportion should be 
smaller among college youth than in any other class or condition, 
but, unfortunately, thieving at higher institutions of learning is con- 
tinuous and on the increase. Two causes for this suggest them- 
selves. A spirit of extravagance has become prevalent of late years 
at colleges and universities, and _ the craze for athletics has swelled 
personal expenditure and aroused sporting propensities of the gamb- 
ling type. 
In consequence we see students living beyond their means 


and indulging in pastimes and pleasures which they cannot afford. The 
result is morally disastrous to many. 


The disappearance of the old-fashioned simplicity, with jts ad- 


juncts of frugality and temperance, from American colleges marks a 
regrett^Je change for the worse. The sturdy democratic spirit suf- 
fers. In consequence our institutions of higher learning turn out an 
undue proportion of snobs, sneaks, toadies and—sad to relate thieves. 
We see students sacrificing their independence or stealing to keep 
pace with their wealthier class fellows. 
< 


The vast majority of the young men at college are still sound, but 


the exceptions to t^ general rule are becoming less rare and petty 
theft has become so common that it no longer excites special com- 
ment. There is, indeed, something of a sensation when a student is 
caught stealing, but the detections ar/> few whi/T the larcenies are 
many. When a young man is detected, his exposure and disgrace 
arouse a deep feeling of pity. It is a tragedy the public is called on to 
witness, and while the necessities compel the exaction of a penalty, fi,e 
conditions revealed call for a remedy more effectual than sending a 
young man out m the world stained and dishonored at the verv 
threshhold of life. 


Tree=Planling Along Highways 


The planting of trees for twenty-one miles along a public highway 


in Fresno county has provoked much admiring comment and inspired 
a spirit of emulation in other parts of the State. There is now a -lis- 
tinct movement on foot to ornament the roadways with shade trees— 
a most excellent thing by the way, and one that will lend attractive- 
ness to the hot, dry valleys of the interior. 


But the tree planting movement should not get the start of road 


improvement. Good roads are more essential than shade trees, how- 
ever ornamental and refreshing to the eye the latter may be. 
Bad 


roads are particularly bad m wet weather, and shade makes a muddy 
road worse instead of better. 
Therefore it is the part of wisdom to 


grade, drain and macadamize the highways before bordering them with 
trees. Any old teamster will tell you that the ruts are most numerous 
and the mud deepest where the old-fashioned'dirt roads are shaded. 
The mud stays longest there because o£ the absence of sunlight and be- 
cause the. network of tree roots interferes with free natural drainage.

NEW YORK, March 27.—The amaz- 


ing fact that 2,000 of New York's wo- 


men, 
more or less prominent, are sun 


worshippers and votaries of the Maz- 
daznans, the mystic Persian cult ex- 
pounded' by Dr. Otoman Zar-Adusht- 
Hanish, has been revealed through the 
arrest of Mrs. Brownie Rathbone Wea- 
verson, a disciple of the mysterious 
religion. 


Mrs. Weaverson 
is charged 
with 


having taught the Persian theory to 
Mrs. Ellen Raehll. an aged woman, who 
is now expected to Jose her life as the 
result of the treatment. 


Instances have been cited in which 


woman have been driven insane by 
their fanatical devotion to the strange 
belief; others have been made crip- 
ples and doomed to a life of misery; 
Dr. Hanish, the priest apostle himself, 
has been arrested on the charge of 
having tortured his followers; yet de- 
spite these facts, the society is not 
only in existence in New York City, 
but the number of his followers among 
the fashionable set is growing. 


This was shown at a meeting follow- 


ing Mrs. Weaverson's arrest in Carne- 
gie Hall wlren a vast throng of women, 
old and young, and all dressed in the 
height of fashion, hung with breath- 
less attention on the words of the 
Dastur of the Beh-Din science, who 
stood on the platform clad in the full 
regalia of his sombre cult. 


In the morning these women bow to 


the rising orb and address it as a god.

Miss Reuss mounted the platform of 
the Mazdaznan shrine in Chicago (for 
the cult has even a greater following 
there than in New York) and began 
to scream and pray hysterically to the 


sun. 


"She is insane," said Zar Hanish 


solemnly to the horrified throng in the 
great hall, "but the honor of Mazdaz- 
nan has been saved." 


After the meeting Miss Reuss was 


taken, a hopeless, raving manias, to 
an asylum. 


She had fasted forty-two days at the 


order of Dr. Hanish. He was arrested, 
only to be released and resume the.

HEW AUTOMOBILE LMWS 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 27.—The au- 


tomobile bill was signed by the Governor 
on Wednesday, the last possible flay to 


' save it from a pocket veto and went into 


effect at once. Penalties for infractions of 
the section relative to regulation however. 
do not go into effect until thirty flays 
after the date of signing the bill, or on 
the 22d of April. The important feature 


r of the bill, which was drawn at the in- 


stance of the Automobile Club of Cali- 


11 fornia, is the fact that it does away 


with prohibitive legislation on the part 
of boards of supervisors of the various 
counties. 
County offllials may regulate 
tne sneed of automobiles, 
but. except 
' under" stipulated rules, any such regula- 
' tlon must apply to all vehicles, and in no 
event can the limit of speed on public 
; highways be made less than ten miles 
an hour. 
Automobiles are permitted 
upon 
ail 
public highways except such as are by law 


• limited to horses and light carriages, but 
• may be excluded from any cemetery. - 


After April 22. 1905. owners must have 
registration certificate from Secretary of 
State, and registered number for car. 
Cost $2. 


Chauffeurs must have registration cer- 


tificate and certificate and badge from 
, Secretary or State. Cost 52. 
Non-residents^ allowed -to run. .under 


registration in other states. 


Cars must be provided with two lamps 
carrying white-light in front, which must' 
be lighted at all times-when running be- 
tween an hour after sunset and an hour 
before sunrise. 
These lamps must bear 
the number of the car in figures not less 
than one inch high. Cars must also have 
the one rear lamp carrying a red light. 


SPEED LIMITS. 


Four miles an hour approaching dam. 
sharp curve, bridge or sharp descent, and 
while on the same. 
" Ten miles an hour in business' sections 
of cities and towns, or .in residence sec- 
tions of cities and towns 
where 
the 
houses average less than 100 feet apart 
for distances of :not lefs than one-quar- 
ter of a mile, provided suitable signs are 
placed by the authorities in such resi- 
dence section. ' 


Fifteen miles an hour in incorporated 


cities and towns outside of business sec- 
tions and sections where suitable signs 
are placed. Twenty miles an hour out- 
side of incorporated cities and towns. 
.Local authorities may limit the speed 


of automobiles In public parks or on 
parkways, but must, in that event, place 
signs at the entrance of such park or 
along such parkway, indicating the speed 
permitted. 


In case of accident., drivers must come 
to full stop and give the name and ad- 
dress of owner of the car.

United States, represented in part by 
the group of brilliant young men from 
the Orient now at the University of 
California, are to have a Filipino pub- 
lication, the first of its kind in this 
country. 


Plans are rapidly being carried out 


for the mechanical and literary feat- 
ures of the periodical, which is to bf 
edited from the State University and 
printed in San Francisco. 
Its scope 


is intended to be international, and 
preparations have already been made 
for the circulation in Manila of ten 
thousand copies of the journal. 
The 


educational features of America, and 
particularly of the Pacific slope are to 
be discussed from the Filipino point 
of .view, as well as the commercial and 
social features of 
this 
country that 


have special interest 
to the Filipino 


mind. 
It will be out about'April 1. 


The Filipino coterie students at the 


University is backing young Buenca- 
mino in his venture. The students all 
have influential connections in Man- 
ila and the islands, and these are to 
be utilized to advance the fortunes of 
the project. 


William H, Murray, business mana- 


ger of the "Occident," a University 
magazine, is to supervise the advertis- 
ing department of the Filipino publi- 
cation. 
A Filipino student at An- 


derson's academy, yet to be chosen is 
to be corresponding 
editor. 
Manu- 


scripts will be received from Filipinos 
only. A board of directors is to be ap- 
pointed, and the stock company form- 
ed to finance the project. The journal 
will be the official paper of the Fili- 
pino interests in America. 


Buencamino Jr., was one of the first 


of the Filipino young men to he sent 
here from Manila to be educated. His 
father is wealthy, popular and power- 
ful in Manila. He holds an important 
official position under the 
American 


government. 


Although Aguinaldo is now his In- 


timate friend, and he has been Agui- 
naldo's secretary of state, the famous 
Filipino chieftain imprisoned Buenca- 
mino when he was at Cavite with Ad- 
miral 
Dewey 
because 
Buencamino 


brought the demand from the Spanish 
governor for Aguinaldo to surrender. 
After that 
General 
MacArthur im- 


prisoned Buencamino because -when 
the Spanish cause was lost Buenca- 
mino joined Aguinaldo. 
The United 


States prisoner of war eventually be- 
came the leader of the Americanistas 
and founder of the Federal or Amer- 
ican party o£ Filipinos in Manila. Now 
he politically controls Tondo. the most 
populous district of Manila and is rat- 
ed asfia great man in Luzon. 


His son, !Don Felipe Jr., is a hand- 


some, quick-witted sophomore at the

President Wheeler's, and destined, his 
confreres believe, to become a famous 
and influential leader of his people, 
their prophecies of his eventual fame 
being founded upon such achievements 
as this founding of a Filipino organ in 
America, while he is yet a student at 
the University of California.

political novelty in Berkeley Is voting1 
by mail. The scheme is now being: ex- 
perimented with by the Berkeley City 
Central Committee with the view of 
putting' It to a practical test in the 
next municipal campaign. 


The idea of voting by mail was giv- 


en deflnite form for the first time when 
the Tenth Precinct club, composed of 
63 voters, chose its delegates to the 
municipal convention by mail. 
Tje 


plan worked without a hitch, accord- 
ing to its promoters. 


The plan of voting by mall is thus 


described in the constitution of the 
precinct club: 


"Each member shall have a perma- 
nent voting- number, which said voting 
nupiber shall be designated by the 
secretary on the club roll. One week 
previous to the meeting. a,t which tie 
votes are to be counted according to 
this method, the secretary shall send 
to each members copies of the matter 
to be voted upon. Together with this 
matter he shall send also a stamped 


j return envelope; the other resembling 
1 a stub, and containing no opening., and 
having the member's voting number 
only printed on one side, with space al- 
lowed for the member's signature. A 
line of perforations shall divide these 
two parts of the voting envelope in or- 
der that the stub may be easily de- 
tached from the voting portion of the 
envelope. 
In this portion of the en- 


velope the member may return his 
vote to the secretary, sealed up in the 
return envelope, -and in no case shall 
the secretary open any return envel- 
opes.

DENOUNCED BY THE 


DELEGATES. 


NEW YORK, March 27.—At a meet- 


ing of the Central Federater} Union a 
lesolution has been adopted calling up- 
on every union to withdraw from the 
Civic Federation. It was further re- 
sohed to call a mass meeting and agi- 
tate against giving private corpora- 
tions any more franchises for subways 


Adoption of these resolutions fol- 


lowed the reception of reports from a 
committee sent by the Central Federa- 
tion to confer last week with President 
Belmont of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit 
Company regarding re-em- 


ployment of men who lost their jobs as 
the result of the recent stiike 


This report showed that Mr. Bel- 


mont declined to make 
any conces- 


sions, saying that the road was equip- 
ped with all the men needed and that 
the former employes could only be re-' 
employed 
when 
vacancies occurred. 


Recognition of any union was also re- 
fused. 
When the delegates represent- 


ing 150,000 workers heard the report 
pandemonium reigned. Delegates arose 
and shouted at the top of theii lungs 
against Mt. Belmont 
Attack after at- 


tack was made against the Civic Fed- 
eration, while some of the 
delegates 


loudly demanded that every labor lead- 
er should resign from that body. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, who is 
vice-president of the 
National 
Civic 


Federation, was also denounced 
The 


resolutions noted were then adopted.

for the sake of fighting them. Mcln- 
ecnev has a record of 100 per cent for 
attendance at alarms and frequently 
when his fellow members reached the 
engine house in response to an alarm 
they found him with the horses hitch- 
ed and ready.

months fires in the vicinity of Mcln- 
erney's district have been 
numerous 


and he is charged by the police with 
having caused fifteen of them, none 
entailing 
much loss, however, owing 


to the quickness of the department in 
leaching the scene.
